as providing dormitory accommoda- 
tion for 200 students, includes a 
gymnasium, reading rooms, and a 
humber of extra classtooms and is 
an imposing addition to the buildings 


Mion the school campus. 


A record enrolment has been reach- 
ed this term at the four agricultural 
schools in the province, nearly 600 
students having registered in the 
first and second years of the courses 
in practical agriculture and home 
economics. The Olds school leads 
with an attendance of 265, while 
Vermilfion has 135,” Claresholm 97, 
and Raymond 77. In addition to 
the Alberta farm boys and girls who 
are attending, the enrolment includes 
some 52 British boys who arrived 
during the early fall and.have been 
divided between the Olds, Vermil-
